State Department of Public Safety 
eliminates written test requirement 


As of September 1, Alabama 
‘driver license applicants from out of 
‘state are no longer required to take a 


written examination if they [possess 


valid licenses from another state. 

In addition, applicants whose val- 
id out-of-state licenses have expired 
within ‘the \past 12 months are also 
excluded from ‘the written test. 

As before, out-of-state applicants 
with valid licenses from other states 
are required to take an eye examina- 
tion but are ‘not required to ‘take ‘the 


road skills test. 

This new ipolicy will facilitate ‘the 
issuance of driver's licenses ‘to driv- 
ers who have demonstrated ‘their 
ability to safely ‘operate a motor ve- 
hicle ‘in their state of residence.

Senator Howell Heflin announced 
Tuesday that the House and Senate 
have given the final okay to spend 
$300, to fix the levees at Elba 
and Geneva, Alabama. 

The last hurdle the project had to 
pass came Tuesday when the Senate 
approved an agreement between the 
House and Senate on spending for 
energy and water projects next year. 
The House approved the measure 
last week. Getting the president's re- 
quired signature on the bill is now 
mes a formality. 

These funds will allow for the 
needed repairs on the two levees,” 
Senator Heflin said, “Each time the 
Pea River in Elba and the Choc- 
tawhatchee in Geneva flow over 
their banks it damages the levees. If 
we can do the repairs now, we can 
avoid further damage later when the 
flood waters rise again.” 

Already, the Army Corps of En- 
gineers has studied the problems as- 
sociated with the levees and has 
plans for the best methods in which 
to fix them.

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104th Congress: legislative priorities 


The 104th Congress will come 
to an end the first week of October. 
This date will also mark the end of 
my legislative career in the Senate. 
Although I will remain in office un- 
til January 3, 1997, when the next 
Congress is sworn in, there will be 
no further. legislative business in 
Congress after this month. In the 
remaining time, I have several items 
I would like to accomplish. 

The Federal Courts Improve- 
ments Act, which I introduced ear- 
lier, has been reported to the Senate, 
I hope to see its final passage soon 
because the benefits it would pro- 
vide are widespread. It makes a vari- 
ety of improvements in procedures 
and administration with an empha- 
sis On court operations, the magis- 
trate judges system, the bankruptcy 
system and judiciary personnel ad- 
ministration. In addition, the bill will 
achieve immediate cost savings that 
will benefit both the federal judi- 
ciary and the federal treasury. 

I will also push for passage of 
legislation I introduced that would 
reorganize the federal administra- 
tive judiciary. This bill would form 
an independent, unified corps of ad- 
ministrative judges that will save the 
federal government $20 million an- 
nually. 

Because of the recent rash of 
church fires across the South, I sub- 
mitted legislation that would pro- 
vide $15 million to develop an effec- 
tive arson prevention assistance pro- 
gram in all states with a special focus 
on the 13 southern states that have 
already suffered from this crime. 
This will a strong message to arson- 
ist and would-be perpetrators that 
they will be brought to justice.

The Senate approved an overall 
$244.7 billion, of which more than 
$3,65 billion was earmarked for the 
Ballistic Missile Defense (BMD) 
program, which is based in Hunts- 
ville, This amount also includes over 
$808 million for National Missile 
Defense (NMD). Funding for other 
defense programs that are entirely or 
partially conducted in Alabama still 
must receive final approval, includ- 
ing: Lockheed-Martin’s THAAD 
missile system in Courtland and its 
air-to-surface Hellfire missile and 
the anti-tank/assault Javelin missile 
systems in Troy; the Blackhawk he- 
licopter program in Tallassee; and 
the construction of four DDG-51 
destroyers at Ingalls Shipyard in 
Pascagoula, Miss., a majoremployer 
for southwest Alabama. 

For many years, I have worked 
with the rest of the Alabama delega- 
tion to keep the TVA’s Environmen- 
tal Research Center(ERC) in Muscle 
Shoals off the chopping block. Re- 
search done at this center could pro- 
vide a key to a cleaner, safer envi- 
ronmental future for our children. 
There is a movement to provide 
funding for the ERC from non-ap- 
propriated funds. Nevertheless, 


while that may be possible in afew ° 
years, the ERCstill requires govern- - 
ment funding during the transition. - 
The Senate has earmarked $20 mil- - 
lion for the ERC in FY ‘97, but the - 
House has failed to provide any fund- * 


ing for it. 


The 104th Congress has been - 
busy, but there is still much to be : 
done in these final weeks. I will : 
continue to work with my Senate - 
colleagues tosee thatthese andother - 
important measures are considered - 


before the end of the session.

Martin married William Jasper Mar- 
tin, a veteran of the Civil War, He 
was 81 years of age at the time. 

Martin had served as a private in 
the Confederate Army from 1864- 
1865, He was a member of the 4th 
Regiment, Company K, Alabama In- 
fantry and a survivor of the Battle of 
Gettysburg, 

The Confederate veteran died in 
the summer of 1932 after he and 
Mrs. Martin had been married for al- 
most five years, They had one son, 
William Oren Martin, who still lives 
with her. 

Afier Mr. Martin’s death, she 
married his grandson from a previ- 
ous marriage, Charlie Martin, The 
marriage lasted 50 years, until once
